Insufficient Evidence 

Cameron said the BOJ had 
dismissed the case largely be- 
cause of the way the prose- 
cution was presented. At- 
torney general Allan Darrah 
bad, he said, pre ented in- 
sufficient evidence to convict 
the fraternity or the individ- 
ual members. 

Cameron also told the 
board that there was “ser- 
ous doubt as to whether 
there was any right for the 
BOD to bring the matter to 
trial at all.” He questioned 
whether someone must be 
tried simply because every- 
one “knows they’re guilty.” 

“ If you want a kangarooo 
court,” he stated, “I suggest 
that you get justices who will 
provide a kangaroo court. . - 
and if not, thet the BOD ac- 
cept decisions of the justice

Last February Dr. Ray- 
mond Witt, associate profes- 
ser of art, took his painting 
equipment for a six month 
stay in Mexico and returned 
to Sacramento this August 
with colorful stories about 
the life and people of the 
north American country. 

Witt and his wife traveled 
to a small town three driving 
hours north and west of Mex- 
ico City. San Miguel de Al- 
lende is a mountain village 
locoted at about the eleva- 
tion of Lake Tahoe. 

Government Town 

The government has taken 
over this town to preserve 
its 16th century architecture. 
While many building inter- 
iors are lavishly furnished, 
exteriors retain the old Span- 
ish flavor. 

The house in which they 
spent the summer was in 
Witt's words ‘fantastic.” 
There were no other “gring- 
os” on the cobblestone street 
The stone house was built on 
the street in 16th century 
style Through the doorway 
and the “salono’ the living 
room opened with ceilings 15 
feet high. One of the two 
stairways led to the bedroom 
and the other to the upstairs 
rooms On the three patio 
areas biooming orchids hung 
from the trees. 

Mexicans Friendly 
.The Witts found the Mexican 
people friendly neighbors. 
When Witt drove the “big 
American car” to the garage 
for the night, children came 
from everywhere. As many
